ORDER RENEWING ORDER TEMPORARILY DENYING
EXPORT PRIVILEGES

Pursuant to Section 766.24 of the Export Administration Regulations (“EAR’),' the
Bureau of Industry and Security (“BIS™), U8, Department of Commerce, throngh its Office of
Export Enforcement (“OBE"), has requested that I renew for 180 days an Order temporarily
denying export priviloges of PAKLAND PME CORPORATION, (“Pakland”), Unit 7&8, 2™
Floor, Mohammadi Plaza, Jinnab Avenue, Blue Ares, F-6/4, Islamabad-44000, Pakistan and,

HUMAYUN KHAN, C‘Khan™), Unit 7&R, 2% Floor, Mohammadi Plaza, Jinnsh Avenue, Biucv N

4 The BAR are at 15 C.F.R. Parts 730-774 {2003}, The BAR are issued under the Export
Administration Act of 1979, a5 amended (50 U.S.C. app. §§ 2401-2420 (20003 “EAA™). The
EAA lapsed on Angust 21, 2001, However, the President, through Executive Order 13222 of
August 17, 2001 (3 CF.R,, 2001 Comp. 783 (2002)), as extended by the Notice of August 6,
2004 (69 Fed. Reg. 48763, August 10, 2004), has continued the EAR in effect under the
International BEmergency Economic Powers Act (S0 US.C. §§ 1701-1706 {2000)).

“Respondents”™).

On January 31, 20035, T found that evidence presented by BIS demonstrated that the
Respondents conspired to do acts that violated the EAR and did in fact commit numerous
vislations of the EAR by participating in the unlicensed export of triggered spark gaps and
oscilloscopes, toms controlled for nuclear non-proliferation reasons. to Pakistan. I further found
that such violations had been significant, deliberate and covert, and were likely to ocour again,
especially given the nature of the structure and relationships of the Respondents.

OEE has presented additional evidence that Khan has been indicted for hus role in the
ilegal exports of iriggered spark paps and oscilloscopes to Pakistan. In addition, OEE has
presented evidence that Khan and Paldand have refused to return to the United States an
oscilloscope that was sent to Pakistan for demonstration purposes only. Al parties to this TDO
have been given notice of the request for renewal,

i1 IS THEREFORE ORDERED:

FIRST, that the Respondents, PAKLAND PME CORPORATION, (*Pakland™), Unit
7&8, 2™ Floor, Mohammadi Plaza, Jinnah Avenue, Blue Area, F-6/4, Islamabad-44000, Pakistan
and, HUMAYUN KHAN, (“Khan™), Unit 7&8, 2™ Floor, Mohanumadi Plaza, Jinnah Avenue,
Blue Area, F-6/4, Islamabad-44000, Pakistan (hereinafter collectively referred to as
“Respondents”}, and their successors and assigns and when gcting on behalf of any of the
Respondents, their officers, employees, agents or representatives, (“Denied Persons™) may not,
directly or indirectly, participate in any way in any transaction invelving any commeodity,

saftware or techiology (hereinafter collectively referred fo as "itemy™) exported or to be exported

from the United States that is subject to the Export Administration Regulations ("EAR"), or in

any other activity subject o the EAR including, but not limited to:
A. Applying for, obtaining, or using any license, License Exception, or expert control
document;
B. Carrving on negotistions concerning, or ordering, buying, receiving, using, sclling,
delivering, storing, disposing of, forwarding, transporting, financing, or otherwise
servicing in any way, any iransaction involving any item exported or to be exported from
the United States that is subject to the EAR, or in any other activity subject {o the EAR;
Of
C. Benefitting in any way from any transaction fivolving any item exported or to be
exporied from the Uniled States that is subject to the EAR, or in any other activity subject
to the BEAR.
SECUONIY, that no person may, directly or indirectly, do any of the following:
A. Fxport or reexport fo or on behall of the Denied Person any item subject to the EAR;
B. Take any action that facilitates tﬁf: acguisition or attempled acquisition by the Denied
Person of the ownership, possession, or control of any Htem subject to the EAR that has
been or will be exported from the United States, including financing or other support
activities refated to a transaction whereby the Denied Person acquires or attempts to
actuire such owaership, possession or control;
(. Take any action to acquire from or to facilitate the acquisition or attempted
acquisition from the Denied Person of any tterm subject to the EAR that has been exported

from the Usited States;



0. Obtain from the Dénied Person in the United States any item subyject to the EAR with

knowledge or reason to know that the itera will be, or ig intended to be, exported from the

United States; or

E. Engage in any iransaction to service any item subject to the EAR that has been or will

be exported from the United States and which is owned, possessed or controlled by the

Denied Person, ot service any item, of whatever origin, that is owned, possessed or

controlled by the Denied Person if such service involves the use of any item subject to the

EAR that has been or will be exported from the United States. For purposes of this

paragraph, servicing means installation, mainienance, repair, modification or festing.

THIRIS, that after notice and opportunity for comment as provided in section 766.23 of
the EAR, any other person, firm, corporation, or business srgantzation related {o any of the
Respondents by affilistion, ownership, conirel, or position of responsibility in the conduct of
trade or related services may also be made subject to the provisions of this Order,

FOURTH, that this Order does not prohibit any export, reexport, or other transaction
subject {o the EAR where the ouly items mvolved that are subject to the EAR are the
foreign-produced direct product of U.S ~origin technology.

In aceordance with the provisions of Section 766.24(¢) of the BEAR, the Respondents may,
at any time, appeal this Order by filing a full written statement in support of the appeal with the
(iffice of the Administrative Law Judge, U.S. Coast Guard ALY Docketing Center, 40 South Gay
Street, Baltimore, Maryland 21202-4022.

In accordance with the provisions of Sectinn 766.24{d} of the BEAR, BIS may seek

renewal of this Order by filing a writien request not later than 20 days before the expiration date.



The Respondents may oppose a request fo renew this Order by filing a written submission with
the Assistant Secretary for Export Enforcement, which must be received not later than seven days
hefore the expiration date of the Order.

A copy of this Order shall be served on the Respondents and the Related Party, and shall
be published in the Federal Register.

This Order is effective on August 6, 2005 and shall remain in effect for 180 days.
